Career of ofa ‘Bad Man, 


The Ohicago Tribune of September 
24th has the following: 


A letter from Denver City, Qoloradv 
Territory, received here yesterday, 
contains an item of news which is pot 
only of general igterest, but will be 
of special interest ty the thousands 
who were victimized fi the “Rosbrovk 
lottery of a year ago in this city. The 
litter states that on Sunday night, the 
25th instant, Bryan Rorbrook murder- 
ed tw» children in that city, and then 
administered chloroform to himsilf, but 
was not dead on Tuesday, the day on 
which the letter was written. He was 
then insane from the effects of the poi- 
son, [tis stated that he threatened 
to kill himself at the next opportunity. 

Bryan Rosbrook was formerly a 
builder in this city. At the time of the 
gift concert excitement he thought 
that he ‘could make money in the lut- 
tery business, as well as some other 
people, and took an office on madison 
street, near Dearborn, whence he an- 
nounced a magnificent scheme, with 
one million tickets aud a fabulous 
amount of money in prizes. The bait 
took, and the cash came rolling in 

ubundantly. He showed himself an 
able fivancier, Many gift concerts 
have been given, and successfully to 
the proprietors, but Rosbrook excelled 
them all. He sold 100,000 tickets, and 
on the day of the drawing put all the 
nig id tickets into a wheel, acciden- 


et with number corresponding to any 
of those sold. The natural conse- 
quence was that he drew all the prizes 

himeelf, and the dommittee labored all 
through the drawing fur several days 
only to find themselves sold. They at 
last thought that they had discovered 
the seeret, and asked to be allowed to 
turn the tickets out of the wheel and 
search them for some which stood on 
the books to the credit of his dupes. 
Bryan Rosbrook was irnte to hear a 


condnet, and drawing an ominous re- 
volver, threatened to dispersion of 
brains to any one who should dare = tn 
lay his unballowed bands on the whee! 
for any such purpose, Subsequently, 
however, the wheel wis emptied, and 
several howers were occupied by the 
conmittee in searching among the 
tickits, The event seemed to juitify 
their worst suspicions. Then they 
talked of law, but Rosbrook defied 
them. He carried bis revolver about, 
and hinted ominously at the probabili- 
ty of its being used if he was molested. 
He opened # real estate office, but 
finding that no one cared to do busi- 
ness through him he closed up and 
left the city.

- The Trial of Jefferson Davis. 


The Washington correspondent of 
the Boston Post says: | 
Hon. James Lyons, of Virginia, one 
of the counsel for Jefferson Davis, 
stopped here while on bis return from 
Cauada, where he had been to consult 
with his client relative to the ap- 
proaching trial in November. Mr. 
Lyons says the defendant is ready and 
anxious foratrial. The line ofdefence 
will be to admit all the facts and 
deny the legal conclusions, It will be 
contended that the recogniged consti- 
tutional doctrine prior to the war, as 
taught by the North and South, 
was that the citizen owed his first al- 
legiance to his State. It having im- 
mediate contrul of his life aud proper- 
ty, treason to the State involved the 
loss of both, and in a controversy 
between the State and the Federal 
Government, if adhesion to the State 


ment, the citizen Was 80 Circumstanced 
that he was guilty of treason which- 
ever side he espoused. It will be 
denied that our Government could 
lave been so framed as_to-nvolve the 
citizen in treason with a loss of prop 
erty and life in spite of any effurt on 
bis own part to prove loyal. The 
constitutional question is one which 
had never been jadically settled, and 
as the “State Rights” view of it had 
generally been taught and maintained 
by the leading men of all sections, the 
defence will claim that the opposite 
doctrin cannot now be settled for the 
first time by the conviction and pun- 
ishment of Jefferson Davis. They re- 
gard the question as now fully settled 
by the war outside of the Constitution, 
but will deny the justice of applying 
the decision to transactions bappen- 
ing before tLe question was settled.
